CAUSES AND CURE OF 
DIMINISHED MILK YIELDS

Boge farmers know well that a cow 
will sometimes suddenly fall off in her 
milk yield for no reason that is apparent. 
In many cases this decline may be only 
temporary; in others it remains somewhat 
— or, at least, for that particular 
ctation period,

High-producing 


ery sensitive to e fial influencés;*and any 

mer cmange in their habits, or great excite- 
ment or ‘fear, will tempovarily. affect the 
secretion of milk. The. occurrence of heat 
will also retard the milk flow. In some 
instanees this may be noticed even before the 
cow shows any sign of being in season, and it 
will continue for some days afterward, 


Too Much Forcing. 


Another reason arises out of the fact that 
darymen sometimes push a high milk pro- 
iwer to the limit—especially for competitive 
purposes, as at a dairy show. This is done 
by ieeding heavily with concentrated feeding- 
stuffs, and. occasionally stimulating *‘‘ medi- 
anes” are given also. - Such procedure is not 
without danger, and may be carried so far as 
to be detrimental to the health and vitality 
of the cows. It may be followed by a re- 
ection, with a marked falling-off in milk 
secretion. Attacks of indigestion, in which 
the stomach and intestines have been 
deranged, will cause it, and this is often seen 
as a result of an overfeed of cereal grain. 
Uocasionally, too, when cows are out at grass, 
certain plants or weeds may be eaten which 
cause a decrease in the milk flow. 


Nature of the Food, 


In rectifying. this form of trouble it is 
necessary to look very carefully into the 
possible causes of the condition, and each 
case, or group of cases, will need attention 
and treatment, according to individual re- 
quirements. The nature of the food supplied 
should receive due and careful consideration. 
If digestive disturbances have occurred, 
physic the animal with Epsom salts, and 
follow up with a digestive tonic composed of 
powdered “ginger and “powdéred -gentian in 
equal parts, to which two parts of sodinm 
bicarbonate have been added. These in- 
gredients should be mixed together thoroughly, 
aud given in tablespoonful doses twice a day 
Cn a bran mash, : .

ROOTS AND ‘THEIR 
MANURING. 


IMPORTANCE OF A COMPLETE 
FERTILISER, 


© carta crops, even if sown in suitable soils 
under perfectly good conditions, will not 
yield well if the earth has not been manured 
in a rational manner. Roots are by far the 
heaviest feeders of all crops as concerns farm- 
yard dung or other or~ nic plant foods, They 
use three to four times as much as cereals. 
Nevetheless, it is incorrect to think that thev 
do not need supplies of quick-acting mineral 
fertilisers. They are just as exigent as other 
crops in this respect. 

Let us first of all see the manuring of 
mangels and sugar beet. Everything con. 
sidered, the former takes more ut of the 
soil than does the latter, but the sugar-pro- 
ducing root seems to be more exacting as re- 
gards the nature and assimilability of the 
fertilisers supplied. 


Value of Nitrogen. 

Nitrogen is the mest important element 
required by both roots. In the case of 
mangels, sulphate of ammonia at the rate of 
+2 cwts. per acre at seeding time is best 
suitable for supplying this need, especially in 
districts where the rainfall is heavy. If the 


soil jis not very rich, another 1] 
cwt, can be applied as top-dressing 
at singling time. For | sugar beet, 


nitro-chalk appears to be the best nitrogenous 
fertiliser, It should be applied on an average 
at the rate of 2 cwts, per acre at seeding 
time and 1 cwt. per acre at singling time. 
Phosphates and potash are also very :im- 
portant in the manuring of beets. od 
For mangels on medium to' heavy seils the 
ied per acre owts. 
of superphosphate and 4:cwts. of kainit. - If 
the soil is deficient in lime “super ' can be 
substituted by a dressing of basic slag’ at the 
rate of 5 ewts. per acre. This should be ap- 
plied some time before the sulphate of am 
monia and kainit, and harrowed well into the 
arable layer. . 
For sugas beet on medipm soils the follow 
ing dressimg per acre is suggested :—4-6 cwts. 
of sulphate. 1 cwt. of steamed bone flour and 
4 cwts. of kainit. Lime, if necessary, should 
be applied in the winter at the rate of 10 
cwts. per acre. Manuring for carrots should 
be carried out in the same way as for beet 


Treatment of Swedes.and Turnips. 


The manurial treatment for swedes and‘ tur- 
nips is, influenced by climatic conditions. - If 
these are such as to allow a yield of more 
than 20 tons to the acre the following dress- 
ing is stitable :—2 cwts. sulphate of ammonia 
and 4.6 ecwts. of superphosphate (or —hasic 
slag equivalent) per acre. On peaty soils it 
is advisable to substitute sulphate of am- 
monia by a dressing of 3 cwts. of kainit per 
acre. If the climatic conditions do not per- 
mit so high a yield it is not worth while 
spending a lot on fertilisers.’ 24 ewts, of 
superphosphate and 1 cwt. of sulphate of 
ammonia can be taken as the maximum. 
Nitro-chalk is perhaps better for turnips and 
swedes than sulphate of ammonia, as it brings 
finely powdered lime, a means of checking the 
finger and toe disease, to the soil. .In ad- 
dition, when these roots are grown, the soil 
should be provided with two tons of lime per 
acre. 

The manurial treatment for Kohl-rabi is 
much simélar to that .recommended for turnips 
and swedes. 

To, conclude, one may say that rational 
manuring is the only means by which the 
farmer can make root growing worth while, 
especially as to-day we live in an age of cheap 


fertilisers. '

WHAT IS THE MEANING OF 
PROFIT "3 


Tax Commissioners v. Rattoo Co-opera- 
tive Creamery ‘s of more than local 
In deciding that that Society was 
not liable for Corporation Tax on the 
“ profits ’’ of three consecutive years, three 
Insh Free State judges have unanimously 
established’ what was hitherto a doubtful 
int of law. It was natural and legitimate 
that the authorities should have sought for 
an authoritaive finding on what -may have 
seemed an obscure issue. As, on the whole, 
our legal system is applied common-sense, 
the Rattoo decision may now be accepted as 
solving a problem on which there seems no 
room for difference of opinion if—and it is 
not a big if—the: conception, of profit which 
governs ordinary business is accepted ‘and 
applied. It is of interest to all our farmers 
who are shareholders in co-operative concerns 
to examine this conception. It is, indeed; of 
interest to others sides the scores of 
thousands who constitute the membership of 
these societies, because it involves the nature 
of co-operation itself, 


Profit and “' Profits.’® 


It is the contention. of co-operators that 
their societies do not make “‘ profits ” at all, 
and if that assumption seems gratuitous or 
even absurd to those who realise the 
** profitableness’’ of mutual association in 
various farming ventures, that is because the 
word ‘“‘-profit’’ appears in the rules and 
balance sheets of : co-operative societies, and 
also, perhaps, because the word lends itself 
to obscurity by its two-fold meaning. Of 
course, the primary meaning of the word is 
“advantage.” In that primary sense co- 
operation is profitable or not according ‘to 
whether or not those who form the associa- 
lion really identify themselves with its work- 
ing, giving it their: produce to market for 

em, or, if . they are purchasers in 
common .of the necessaries it exists to pro- 
cure and distribute, giving it their custom. 

But the word has a secondary and popular 
sense, It refers to those figures in a Latinos 
sheet which, at any rate in a co-operative 
society, “are more ah and clearly 
described as a “credit balance. ’’ Now, in 
a joint stock corporation of shareholders 
whose object is to earn the highest, reason- 
able interest on their shares, profits, in that 
seuse, are taxable. The view of the taxin 
authorities; that they could not hitherto holc 
an-.organisation which showed “ profits ” 
in its balance sheet. as immune from taxation, 
is not unreasonable, unless, indeed, due 
account may be taken of the’ fact that, whilst 
it is the main object of-a capitalist concern 
to make profit, it is not only not the main 
object in a co-operative concern, but, in plain 
fact, such a concern can only pay a 
restricted. interest on jts. capital, and must, 
if properly constituted, distribute its credit 
balance amongst its members in proportion 
to its business as an agency for disposing of 
their produce, or obtaining for them the 
requisities they require. , 

ut more simply, the position is that the 
shareholders in a joint stock concern unite 
their capital so as to earn for it as much as 
the nature of their business will bring; but 
the shareholders in a co-operative venture 
club their orders or assemble their produce 
so as to gain the advantages of mutual 
trading, and.so their profit is not the limited 
interest on their capital (tsuaily a minimal 
capital, put up only because they cannot work 
the concern exclusively on credit), but is the 
advantage they ain. from improved 
marketing, in the price of their produce (if 
they are Selling), or in the” cost of their 
requisities (if they are .purchasing in 
common), ia 2 


Where Joint Stock and Co-operative 
Ventures Differ. . 


The matter is still clearer if it is realised 
that a joint stock company must make book 
keeping profits or ultimately fail; but, a co- 
operative venture, so long as its trading does 
not involve losses (“ debjt balances ”’) can 
go on indefinitely working on its real profit, 
the advantage or benefit it gives to its 
members, without a halfperny of profit 
appearing on its books. Profit in such cir- 
cumstances is merely deferred payment for 
produce, say, milk, in a creamery, or 
is part .of the saving brought, about by 
cheaper purchase which. will ultimately be 
paid to the . members. In “fact, ‘the

SYSTEM KNOWN 150 YEARS 


AGO. 
B se the Warmbold or Hohenheim 


' system of grassland farming had been 
evolved, many good farmers realised 
that they got better value from their grass- 
land by having it divided into se¢tions, so 
that from time to time during the season the 
razing animals could be put on fresh grass. 
Without the knowledge of the chemist that 
young grass is much more nutritious than 
seedy herbage, the farmer knew his beasts 
preferred the former, and it was, therefore, 
to his interest to provide it. 

As far back as 1788, Marshall writes in 
his ** Rural Economy of Yorkshire ”: “In all 
cases where fattening cattle or dairy cows 
make a part of the stock and where situation, 
soil water will permit, every suite of 
grazing ground ought, in my opinion, to con- 
sist of three compartments. One for head 
stock (as cows or fattening cattle), one for 
followers (as rearing or other Jean stock), and 
the third to be shut up te freshen for the 
leading stock.’’ 

Here, in a few lines, written a century 
and a half ago, are embodied the main ideas

underlying the ‘*newly discovered’’ Hohen- 
heim system. The same writer . elaborates 
further, and recommends. the cutting as hay

The “New System’’ Described. 


‘The ‘number of” investigatiotis carried out 
with this system during the past two years 
and the publicity it has received in the agri- 
cultural Press have resulted in many farmers, 
at all alive to modern developments, becoming 
acquainted with it and to some extent, at 
least, adopting it. The shortest possible 
statement, therefore, of the method shonid 
| be sufficient. The main factors to be ob- 
served are as follows :— 

1. Manuring the land in winter with 
phosphates: and potash,.and in early spring 
and at intervals throughout the summer with 
nitrogenous manures. ) 

2. Close grazing of different fields in rota- 
tion (if the land is not already divided into 
suitable fields this should be attended to and 
water provided). 

5. Spreading the dung left behind by ‘the 
grazing. animals as they are removed from 
each field to the next. : 

The results available from the investiga- 
.tions so far carried .out enable some recom- 


mendations to be made which will 
be" useful to all farmers. at” “this 
season. It will readily be realised that 


abundance of grass at one season is not an 
‘unmixed blessing if there is a dearth at 
another. An exceptionally — favourable 
though somewhat late spring has resulted in 
abundance of grass at the moment. 


Extending the Grazing Season. 


The- end of June‘ and July is usually a 
lean period and care must be exercised to 
provided for it. Quick-acting manures like 
nitro-chalk and nitrate of soda freshen the 
grass quicker than sulphate 6f ammonia. 
Approaching and during this period the 
grazing should not be quite so close as 
earlier; the grass when closely cropped in the 
dry season is robbed of moisture by evapora- 
tino from the soil and is. very. slow to re- 
cuperate, therefore, the periods of grazing on 
each field should be shorter and more 
frequent. By the end of July aftergrass will 
begin to be available in increasing quantity. 

The application of a dressing of nitrogenous 
manure towards the end of September will 
carry the grazing season well into the winter 
months, which fact, coupled with the earlier 
spring grazing provided, should go a long 
way to inducing farmers to adopt . winter 
dairying (as the period for house-feeding the

HOME-GROWN FOODS. 


” ARE. THEY. ECONOMICAL? 


EALING with the subject of “ Home- 

Grown Feeding Stuffs’’. before the 
Farmers’ Club in London recently, -Pro- 
fessor F. B. Wood, C.B.E., F.R.S.; School of 
Agriculture, University of Cambridge, said 
that the trouble about using home-grown 
grain for. 


Fattening Cattle 


is that it does not contain sufficient protein 
to make a balanced ration when used: with 
hay, straw and roots. The amount of such 
fodders usually consumed by an average- 
sized fattening steer contains about lb. of 
digestible protein, and such an animal 
requires per day about 14Ib. Consequently 
the concentrated food added to the ration 
should supply about Ilb. of digestible protein. 
It would need about 15lb. of barley to supply 
this amount, and if plenty of roots are avail- 
able this would be an extravagant allowance. 
About 5lb. per day of concentrates would be 
reasonable, and in order that 5lb. may supply 
lb. of digestible protein the percentage of 
digestible protein in the concentrated mixture 
must be 20 per cent. Now, barley contains 
only 6 to 7 per cent., and must, therefore, 
be mixed with some other food richer in 
digestible protein, as, for instance, decor- 
ticated cotton-seed cake or meal, or decorti- 
cated ground-nut cake. A mixture of two 
parts of either of these articles with three 
parts of crushed barley will contain 20 -per 
cen. of digestible protein, and 5lb. of the 
mixture will supply the necessary llb. to 
balance the ration of hay, straw and roots. 
If a cake less rich in protein is used, such, 
for instance, as linseed cake, 1t will be neces- 
sarv. to use a mixture of two parts of lin- 
seed cake to one part of crushed barley, 


Fattening Sheep. 


‘fhe same considerations apply, except that 
if the sheep get a fair allowance of good 
quality hay, the concentrated mixture may be 
two parts of crushed barley or wheat and only 
one part of decorticated cotton-seed meal or 
decorticated ground-nut meal. It is better to 
use meal than cake for sheep, because there 1s 
less chance of certain animals getting more 
than their share. 


Milking Cows. 


A milk prodaction ration should supply per 
gallon between .5 and .6lb. of. digestible 
protein. and 24 Th. of starcli_ equivalent. A 
mixtore of 3 parts of crushed: barley or wheat 
with 1 part. of -decorticated cotton or ground 
nut cake will contain digestible protein ‘ahd 
starch equivalérit in ‘the ‘above. proportions. 
and *3slbs. of the mixture should be used 
per gallon of milk, the animals’ maintenance 
ration being made up of hay, and. possibly 
straw, with or without rocts. 


Suckling Ewes. 

Wa: have recently worked» -out at .Cam- 
bridge the production ratian per gallon cf ewe's 
milk, and found it t. he per gallon 1 th. of 
digestible protein and 2lb. of starch equi- 
valent, This corresponds to 4lb. of a mix- 
ture of equal parts of wheat or. barley and 
decorticated cotton or ground-nut cake. We 
have also found that Suffolk ewes on t! 2 aver- 
age give about 24 gallons of milk per week. 
ewes with doubles civing rather more and 
ewes with singles rather less. For their milk 
production, therefore. such ewes would re- 
quire 40M: of the above eoncentrated mixture 
per week on the average, or. say, 14lh. per 
day for ewes with doubles, down to Ilb. per 
day for ewes with singles. The maintenance 


or roots on which the ewes are folded, supple- 
mented by hay. “wes will, of course, rear 
lamhs on much smat!_r rations of concentrated 
foods, hut they will lose flesh in the process, 
and probably not do their lambs so well. 

In all the above cases I have used: decor- 
ticated cotton-seed cake or meal, or decorti- 
cated ground-nut cake, because, being . so 
very high in digestible protein, more home- 
grown cereal can be mixed with them to 
give the desired composition. Other concen- 
trates could be used with equal success, but 
with the result that the ration would con- 
tain proportionally more purchgsed food and 
less home-grown.

ROM Grub street to the naughty 
‘nineties it was generally assumed 
that the artist was probably disreputable 
and certainly unbusinesslike ; he dealt in 
‘futures ” in the tavern, and was, in the 
strictly classical sense of the term, 
obnoxious to his “uncle.” - It. was, 
perhaps, Tennyson who first caused et 
to modify the disreputability clause under 
the shadow of Sir Galahad’s sword; and 
nowadays no one would conclude that the 
artist is unmindful of his bank balance. 
The view is that his artistic horizon is 
limited by it. The usual accusation is 
that he is debasing the currency of ‘the 
mind and feathering his nest by fleecing 
the ‘‘fans.”’ It is seldom considered that 
he may have an object in view, the attain- 
ment of which is symptomised by his cir- 
culation, and that the number of people 
whom he reaches means more to him than 
cash. 

Towards the end of the last century 
Tolstoi produced a book entitled “ What 
is Art?” and among his conclusions was 
one to the effect that the greatest art must 
appeal to the people at large. At the. 
time the “ Art for Art’s " was.at 
large, and Tolstoi’s theory was laughed 
out of court, mainly because it was mis- 
interpreted. _Tolstoi’s own work showed 
what he Wished “to convey; for he had 
become definitely a teacher through the 
medium of literature. Clearly, to teach 
into the air is ridiculous; the teacher 

uires pupils; Tolstoi’s conclusion 
follows—the wider his public, the more 
widespread his teaching. The question 
that his scoffers shoal have raised was 
how far art is compatible with dogmatic 
teaching, when it would probably have 
emerged that the Count’s own novels enter- 
tained and taught at the time when he 
really wanted to produce literature, and 
his dogmatic plays and stories, when he 
merely wished to teach, bored and did not. 
At root, he was right. The greatest art 
does more than entertain, and the greatest 
artists have definitely sought the widest 
public. 


WHAT IS WANTED. 


In this connection it is necessary to 
differentiate the artistic media. The 
plastic and pictorial arts reach the public 
chiefly through inadequate copies. Ideally 
it is not galleries that we want, but paint- 
ing and sculpture brought into contact 
with every-day life. Railway stations, 
hotel walls, waiting rooms, as well as 
drawing rooms, should be hung with 
masters, old and new; and city, town and 
village should be decorated with the best 
products of the chisel. This is not 
Utopian; historical ‘Athens offered 
marbles and pesint-work to the eyes of 
bond and free; pre-Reformation Europe 
offered ‘‘ church-fulls ” of paintings and 
sculpture to a people who could find their 
way into the buildings and fee! at home 
when they got there. «Even the modern 
artist has vindicated Tolstoi by coming 
down to the advertisement hoardings. It 
is not only money that has brought him 
there; it is the public. 

In the history of letters, which must 
be taken to cover not only literature 
proper, but also drama and oratory, the 
move of the artist to his public is very 
plainly apparent. The epic poetry of the 
Greeks, as collected into Homer, is called 
their Bible. It was a more convenient 
channel than the lyric, through which 
those early artists could pour their views 
of men, manners and gods. That the epic 
taught is clear from Plato’s annoyance at 
it; a yawning audience in the megarion 
soon insisted that it should be entertain- 
ing as well. One of the jokes of literary 
history is the wav in which Vergil, 
probably against his own common-sense, 
and Milton, with less excusable stupidity, 
produced their treatise epics, calculated to 
teach, but not strong in entertainment, 
and, consequently, only read for ulterior 
purposes, unless occasionally the artist 
jumps the teaching traces. Vergil’s 
Eclogues and Milton's lyrics, with 
‘‘ Lycidas,’’ contain their reputation. The 
exiguous sum paid by his publisher to 
Milton for ‘‘ Paradise Lost” probably 
approximates its true value in material 
and cultural economics. 

At a later age drama proved the widest 
citoulating agent. Hence Euripides, the 
“sernard Shaw of Athens, dons the cothurn 
for the Dionysiac festival. All Athens 
was there, and a not inconsiderable infiux 
of foreigners to carry his circulation 
abroad not ineffectively, if we consider 
Ralaustion’s adventure. In _ illiterate 
Elizabethan England the boards again 
offered the widest scope. Consequently, 
Shakespeare wrote plays. Sir James 
Barrie has, indeed, recognised the impli- 
cation when he suggests that Shakespeare 
to-day would write thrillers. It is not 
inconceivable that he would make the 
** talkies.’’ 


THE ORATOR’S PART, 


When Greece was on the decline, and in 
Rome, where polities»were’ p@éramount, but 
reading scarce, and there was no Press, 
oratory attracted the artist; for tempera- 
mental reasons, it was the only artistic 
form in which the Roman “ made good.”’ 
Cicero, vacuous as hé is, was the best that 
the Republic could produce. Similarly in 
England of the Puritans, the pulpit was 
the circulating agent par excellence and 
attracted the artist preacher to homiletics. 
The literary value of Latimer or of Tillot- 
son can hardly be placed too high. With 
the Restoration came the “ highbrows ”’ 
and snobs of art. What the commonalty 
were taking in at that time is not over- 
clear. Cohgreve and company produced 
for a definite public, but a limited one. 
Their appeal to the general is only now 
apparent when they have achieved the 
degree of salacious sophistication, then the 
prerogative of the few. 

It were otiose to pursue the theme in 
detail through the age of essays, which 
carried journalism in its womb, or through 
the work of the great. Victorian novelists, 
whose hall-mark, indeed, is the passion to 
reform. At the end of the Victorian 
period an influx of semi-educated persons, | 
the product of public education, changed 
again the artist’s potential public. While 
the novel tended to the path of material 
rather than cultural economics, and to 
provide literary dram-drinking for the 
mentally unoccupied, serious art, still 
sociological, aimed at the old. serious 
Victorian public plus the cream of the 
new milk of education. The quasi-novels, 
prefaces, and problem plays of H. G. 
Wells, Bernard Shaw and John Gals- 
worthy reflect the ever-increasing return 
{from the new people’s schools. The result 
was a consciousness of each other in the 
two camps—the sneering epithets, ‘‘ high- 
brow ” and “ lowbrow.’’ The intellectuals 
scorned sentiment in fear of  senti- 
mentality, but wriggled uneasily in their

picture is always liable to be obscured by 
optical abstractions. 


EFFECT OF SPEECH, 


With the “ talkies” speech is likely to 
rove the concentrating agent which will 
ead the mind from production to signi- 
ficance—the art which will conceal art. 

The discrepancy between a Dalkey milieu 
and a Coombe articulation will be evident, 
and an ankle approved by Mrs. Elinor 
Glyn will not compensate for a voice con- 
demned by Mr, St. John Ervine; a close 
up of an engine’s driving-shaft will only 
irritate if we lose the thread of the 
engine-driver’s remarks. A sheer sense of 
the ridiculous will strip away the frippery. 
Even in “The Singing Fool,” an 
embryonic ‘‘ talkie,’’ the tendency to con- 
centrate is apparent and a real message, 
if rather high ball still, is yet conveyed. 
The producer has been subordinated. In 
that film voices are gummy and sepulchral, 
but there is no doubt that voice-produc- 
tion. will soon be perfected and technical 
difficulties overcome. The furthest-flung 
audience that artist ever had is waiting 
for an interpreter of life, is waiting with 
the silver in its pocket. Is there at Holly- 
‘wood a super, opening doors of automo- 
biles for “stars,” whom posterity will 
know as the “ talkies’’”’ Shakespeare ? 
“Wait a minute, folks: wait a minute ; 
you aint heerd nuthin’ yet.’

It is rumoured that the Irish Free 
State will celebrate the centenary of 
Catholic Emancipation this year with an 
issue of special postage stamps, and as 
almost every other nation in Europe has 
been doing the same thing we may safely 
follow precedent. France has its Joan 
of Arc stamps, and Spain, Italy, Greece 
and many others have new issues for 
either advertising or celebration purposes. 
Last year the United States issued a 
special stamp to mark the International 
Civil Aeronautics Conference, and Sweden 
celebrated the seventieth birthday of its 
king in the same way. 

Perhaps, the most unusual compliment 
by way of a postage stamp was that paid 
by the King of Egypt to his son. This 
year there was issued, to mark the young 
Prince’s ninth birthday, a set of four 
stamps in which his portrait formed the 
main part of the design. While the pro- 
ceeds of the Swedish issue went to 
charity, those of Egypt went to the 
national post office.

Robert Emmet. 


Where was Robert Emmet, the leader 
of the Dublin Insurrection of 1803, born? 
The question is suggested by a curious 
difference of opinion which has lately 
come to my notice, and although history 
is not my strong point, my curiosity has 
been aroused. I find that most of the 
friends to whom I have put the question 
have either said that they did not know, 
or else answered, ‘‘ Dublin, of course, ' in 
an off-hand manner, but when pressed 
could give ne definite reference to any 
authority. 

Once, in Killarney, I was surprised 
when a local guide, who was taking me 
out to the Gap of Dunloe, pointed out a 
townland, saying, “ That's where Robert 
Emmet was born, but vou cannot see the 
house a this road.’’ If I remember 
correctly, the name of the townland was 
Ballydowney, and at that moment we 
were near the Kerry seat of Lord Headley 
—a fine country house, burned down in 
the recent troubles for reasons which 
nobody lias ever attempted to justify. 
Everybody in Killarney, I was assured, 
deplored the destruction of this property. 


Rival Claims. 


Yesterday a friend drew my attention to 
a translation of the memoirs of a remark- 
able Frenchman named De Jonnés, who 
took part in the abortive French in- 
vasions of Ireland at Bantry Bay in 1796 
and Killala in 1798. In that volume a 
claim is set up for Cork as being entitled 
to the honour of Kmmet’s birth. 

The reference books, which rely on 
Madden’s ' United TIrishmen,”’ give 
Dublin. Strangely enough, Madden, who 
had access to most of the original 
material, and was intimate with members 
of the family, did not indicate precisely 
where the birth took place. e states 
boldly that he. “ was born in Dublin in 
the year 1778,’’ and then goes on to write 
of his early education. His father. 
Madden adds in a footnote, commenced 
practice as a physician in 1771 in Moles- 
worth street, and “in 1779 he removed 
to 110 Stephen’s Green, the site of the 
house now (t.e., 1846) numbered 120’’— 
that would fix Molesworth street as the 
place. 


Blackbirds and Sparrows. 


One of the correspondents of the 
Irish Times, a friend writes, tells of a 
hedge-sparrow feeding young blackbirds, 
and attributes its action to benevolent or 
parental motives, and another then sug- 
gests that the hedge-sparrow was a house- 
sparrow, stealing the “bread out of the 
children’s mouths.” As “BOC..” who 
attributes the kindly motives to the bird, 
tells us that he flew up in a tree and sang 
a few bars, the case seems to be proved 
that he was not a house-sparrow; for, if 
he was, he might steal, but he could not 
sing. 

As to cocks doing most of the feeding, 
this is not uncommon. On one occasion 
a cat climbed to a blackbird’s nest high in 
a rose tree on a wall, and, before he could 
be prevented, had taken some of the 
young ones. [ got a ladder, and found 
one still remaining, and, knowing the cat 
was certain to return, I removed the nest, 
and secured it safely in a tall snowberry 
bush, tying it in with string to prevent it 
being blown down. 

During all this time there was great 
excitement amongst a number of black- 
birds ; but, when I had made the nest and 
its occupant safe, and retired to a dis- 
creet distance, the blackbirds came down 
to reconnoitre and find the young one in 
the nest. The old cock and two young 
ones of an earlier brood started to feed 
him, while the hen and her daughters 
looked on and gave advice, but did not 
go for food.

Sin,—‘'G.A.C.”’ refers to the “ Ulster 
Scot ’’—a race which may now be said to be 
non-existent. It is true that three hundred 
and twenty years ago we had the Ulster 
Plantation, and I have heard an authorit 
state in class-room that 60,000 0 sett] 
from Scotland in the Province; he also stated 
that 40,000 English came, too. The blending 
of these with the native race, partly an 
Anglo-Celtic one already, -did not make us 
“Ulster Scots.” The true Ulster Scots were 
the Western Highland clans of Scotland who 
‘planted ” Caledonia. The present Ulster 
race is a blended one—just as the race, or 
races, of Leinster, or Munster or even of 
Connaught—and is nearer to the old Gaelic 
race, not only because of its sufvival every- 
where, even in Down and Antrim, but 
because of the return of the Galloway and 
other Gaels during the “ Plantation.”’ 
Your correspondent, W. J. Johnston, in 
describing how the “large element of the 
original Celtic population remained in 
Derry ” is quite correct, but would have been 
equally so had he included Down and 
Antrim. As for the other six counties, they 
are probably as Celtic as any six in Leinster. 
Ballymena was a great centre of the resettle- 
ment of the Seots; Lurgan, Armagh and 
Lisburn of the English; and a study of the 
sign-boards on the shops in any of these 
towns would be a revelation to your corre- 
spondents as to our essentially Irish Gaelic 
ancestry. Most of us, be we “ Protestants,” 
‘‘Presbyterians’’ or “ Roman Catholics,”’ 
prefer’ the good old name of “Irish” to 
any other and dislike hyphenisation; and, if 
Joyce be an authority, our dialect is equally 
native.—Yours, etc.,

ASSESSMENT OF INCOME TAX. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISU TIMES 

Srr,——-With reference to a recent letter in 
the columns of your esteemed paper, it seems 
to me that intending settlers in Ireland are 
less influenced by the prospective liability 
to income tax than by the current system of 
assessment. Jt is generally admitted that a 
levy on income, payable by all in proportion 
to means, is an equitable method of taxation ; 
but many—perhaps most--of those desiring 
to settle in these islands have lived and 
worked in foreign’ countries, wherein such 
savings as they may have accumulated are 
invested to their satisfaction. Being unable, 
or unwilling, to treat the whole of the result- 
ing revenue as income, they object to its 
being so assessed. Some must continue to 
spend part of their income in the foreign 
countries ; others are desirous of letting their 
foreign uivestments increase for the benefit of 
their heirs. In each case they contend, not 
without reason, that they should be sub- 
jected to tax only on the proportion they 
import for their own use. Residents in 
(reat Britain do not pay income tax on the 
interest accruing on their deposits in banks 
abroad, but their revenue from all other 
foreign investments is subject to tax—an in- 
explicable anomaly. 

Uf course, evasion of the tax is easy, the 
tax-collector being mainly dependent on the 
declaration of the taxpayer. Yet, pace the 
tax-collector, unscrupulous taxpayers are few, 
and the countries which do not concern 
themselves with assets remaining outside 
their jurisdiction offer very substantial 
advantages to immigrants—a fact which |

PRESERVATION OF GAME. 

TO THE EDITOR OF TIE TRIS TIMES. 

Sirn,—Having over forty years’ experience 
of: shooting in the North, South, and West 
of Ireland, | have come to the conclusion 
that the only way to preserve game in this 
country is to pay the tenants by results. 
A case in point is the “Style” shooting at 
Glenmore, Co. Donegal. ‘The late Colonel 
Vernon had it for many years. The so- 
called game-keeper, who accompanied him, 
would note in a book kept for the purpose. 
the birds shot on the mountain rights of 
such and such a tenant, or, if the rights 
were held in common, all such names were 
entered, and the money was divided among 
them. As far as I can ‘remember, Colonel 
Vernon paid at the rate of 4/6 a brace. 
Of course, this was high, and sometimes 
on other estates the rate would be 3/- and 


2/6; but one must remember that, under this 
system, game-keepers’ wages are saved;

HOW 'THE LANGUAGE IS 
PROMOTED. 


——— 


Discussi his recent visit to the 
Count Eisteddfod, at Bodedern. 
with an Irish Times representative yester- 
day, Mr. Ernest Blythe, Free State 
Minister for Finance, said that it had 
been a thoroughly enjoyable experience, 
and guite a novel one, as he had never 
previously been presnt at a Welsh 
i val. 
eo Bodedern is only a small town, 
there was a daily attendance of at least 
five thousand. He was particularly im- 
pressed with the organisation. Long 
practice, he said, has made those respon- 
sible for the conduct of these functions 
conversant with the art of making them 
run quite smoothly, without any apparent 
formality. Probably the friendly atmo- 
sphere thus achieved is largely responsible 
for another noticeable feature of the pro- 
ceedings—the delightful lack of  self- 
consciousness in the competitors, no matter 
what the age or ‘type; one and all, they 
were able to throw themselves into the 
spirit of what they were doing, whether 
song or recitation. | 
THE CONDUCTOR’S ROLE. 

Another matter which helped to make 
the sessions a pleasure was the presence 
on the platform of a conductor who took 
charge after the chairman had made his 
opening speech. The business of this 
official appeared to be tc stand in the 
occasional pauses which occurred, some- 
times between the departure of one com- 
petitor and the entry of another, and in 
the interval, while adjudicators exchanged 
notes; he was there to amuse and interest 
the waiting audience, and did so to such 
efiect that his stories and jokes were a 
popular part of the programme. In the 
case of events with a very large number of 
entries, the bulk of these were weeded out 
beforehand and only the picked few were 
heard in the main hall, a practice which 
might well be copied here. 

Naturally, Mr. Blythe’s main interest 
in the festival centred in the language 
question. He says that his own very 
yecent study of Welsh, he found, was 
made much easier by his familiarity with 
the Irish language. There is a great 
resemblance between the two; the construc- 
tion of sentences is similar; a like 

mutation of consonants in a more compli- 
cated system prevails in Welsh, and they 
also have prepositional pronouns. Many 
words are the same, with the exception of 
a different initial consonant. 
| KEEPING WELSH ALIVE. 

The preservation of the language, he 
said, was, of course, greatly helped by the 
fact that it has been spoken not only in 
the rural districts, as in our Irish-speak- 
ing areas, but also to the same extent in 
the towns and villages; also their literary 
output has been continuous ; there has been 
no break in the production of prose, 
poetry and drama. The Sunday schools 
have played their part, too, in keeping 
Welsh alive, as the language was part of 
the curriculum. 

The number of papers published in 
Welsh also contributes to the strength of 
the Janguage movement, and they dea] in 
the ordinary way with all current topics. 
Our Irish journals, and sections of papers 
devoted to Irish, are chiefly concerned with 
the Janguage and matters connected with 
it. On one bookstal] alone Mr. Blythe was 
able to buy eight papers printed in Welsh. 
' In conversation with people whom he 
met during bis stay in Bodedern, Mr. 
Blythe said, he found that many of them 
were under the impression that Irish was 
hardly spoken in any part of Ireland. “I 
think,” he added, smiling, “they must 
have been taking their ideas from the 
Irish Times.” . i

date. 

CUNARD COMPANY'S LETTER. 
The question arose on the following letter 
which had been received from the Cunard 
Steamshi Company, Ltd., Cunard Buildings, 

v , mgood by Mr. 8. J. Lister :— 

EAR Sin,—We have to advise that 
Captain Doyle, of our steamer Laconia, which 
arrived at 
(Monday) morning, reports that, in his 
opinion, the wreck of the steamer Celtic con- 
stitutes a menace to the safe navigation of 
ships endeavouring to enter the harbour. 
Captain Doyle states that the difficulties he 
experienced owing to the weather conditions 
which obtained were materially aggravated 
by the tide from the wrecked vessel toward 
the Harbour Rock. 
interests of safe navigation and of the welfare 
of the port that the Harbour Commissioners 
should consider the desirability of taking 
steps to bring about the early removal of the 
wreck in question.”’ 

HARBOUR MASTER'S VIEW. 

The Harbour Master stated that, as the 
vessel stood at present, it constituted no 
danger to shipping, but sooner or Jater she 
was bound to break up unless removed, and 
the question of damage to navigation would 
then arise. He admitted, however, that the 
navigability of the harbour would be im- 
proved by the removal of the liner. 

Several members were inclined to accept 
the Cunard Company’s statement, and Mr. 
R. W. Sinnott, general manager of the City 
of Cork Steampacket Company, Ltd., said 
that there was no doubt that currents likely 
to interfere with shipping entering the port 
were created at certain stages of the tide 
through the presence of the Celtic. 

Captain lins declared that not only was 
the Celtic a menace to navigation, but the 
presence of the liner constituted a barrier to 
the trade of the . 

Mr. J. Fitzgerald said that if the position 
was such that any dilatoriness was being 
shown in any way in having the ship 
removed, they should place the matter :n 
the hands of the General Manager and 
Law Adviser as to how they should act 
to get her removed in the shortest possible 
Space of time. 

THE BOARD'S RESPONSIBILITY. 

In submitting the Cunard Company’s 
letter the General Manager asked that the 
matter be treated in the absence of the 
Press, but in view of the importance of the 
question the newspaper representatives 
present made the request that they should 
either be officially asked to withdraw by 
a vote of the Board, or else be permitted 
to record the proceedings. 

A short discussion followed, in which it 
was suggested on one side by Sir John 
Fitzgerald, that the Board had nothing to 
hide, and, on the other, by Mr. J. 
Fitzgerald, that any member in the course 
of the debate might make use of a remark 
detrimental to the interests of the port. 

It was eventually decided by eleven votes 
to four that the Press should remain, and 
in putting a motion to that effect to the 
members, the Chairman, Mr. Richard 
Wallace, pointed out that as a public Board 
they were responsible to the public, and 
he Eress represenatives came there to dis. 
charge their duties by both parties. 

‘We have here a letter from one of the 
greatest companies in the world,” he added. 
‘The master of the Laconia is simply draw- 
ing our attention to the fact that, under 
certain weather conditions, tides or currents 
are diverted immediately around Roche's 
Point in consequence of the Celtic lying 
there. If we do nothing else except urge that 
the sooner the Celtic is cleared out of thet 
the better for the navigation of the harbour, 
we will be doing a service to the 

They are hankering about that wreck 
or the last six months, trying to make 
& bargain between the Continental, the 
American, and the British wreckers, while 
our port is going to suffer. The master 
of the Laconia would never cast any 
reflection on the White Star Company, and 
would never have made such a statement if 
it was not, in his opinion, correct.’’ 

Personally I am in favour of publicity. 1 
do not see anything wrong with the harbour. 
and if the Celtic went on the rocks out there 
we are In no way to blame. If there is to he 
any gesture by ourselves here the company 
should be dealt with under our law and the 
law of our Board, that they should imme 
diately make terms with somebody to clear 
away the Celtic. 

I'he complaint was then placed before the 
members, and after a short discussion the 
decision to bring the matter before the White 
Star Company was reached. 

ONE CAUSE OF DELAY. 

In view of the public interest which is 
now being taken in the delay in removing 
the Celtic it may be stated that inquiries 
which I made to-day reveal that this is due 
mainly to the restrictions which the Cork 
Harbour Commissioners have imposed in the 
interests of navigation. I am informed that 
the majority of the potential purchasers are 
desirous only of cutting down the Celtic to 
water level, and then abandoning the vessel. 
Such a course, however, is calculated to con- 
stitute a very serious menace to shipping, as 
sooner or later the remainder of the Siolk 
would be broken up by the action of the 
water, and the bow of the vessel, at any rate, 
would be almost certain to be swept into the 
entrance of the port. For that reason the 
local authorities are insistent on the remov:il 
of the entire shell of the vessel and the 
boilers in a way that would meet with thei: 
approval. V 
am informed, however, that under their 
charters they have power to call on the 
owners of the vessel at the time of the wreck 
for the ediate removal of the ship, and 
failing that they can undertake the work 
themselves at the company’s expense. In 
view of the gigantic nature of the work, 
however, it is not likely that the latter course 
will. be adopted.

A comparison of social provisions in the 
Irish Free State and in Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland was made in the report 

ted by Mr. J. D. Nugent at the 

iennial general meeting of the Ancient 

Order of Hibernians’ National Health Insur- 
ance Section in Dublin. . 

lt was to be regretted, the report stated, 
that social reform in the Free State still 
lagged far behind the standard already 
attained in Northern Ireland, England, Scot- 
land and Wales. The people in the twenty- 
six counties lacked many of the advantages 
secured for the toiler and his family in Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland. Their old ave 
‘pensions were smaller: the conditions for 
obtaining them were more restrictive: the 
penalties imposed on thrift had, in Northern 
Ireland and Great Britain, been Jong since, 
if not wholly abolished, reduced to almost 
negligible proportions. In the Free State 
they had no pensions at 65; they had no 
medical benefits, and they had no provision 
whatever for the widow or the orphan. This 
was not a pleasant catalogue of benefits with- 
held and reforms denied to certain classes 
of their people, as compared with the corre- 
sponding classes outside the Free State. 

The industrial class—pre-eminently the 
insurable class—was proportionately much 


greater in Northern Ireland and Great 
Britain than in the Free State. The cost of 
these social services was, therefore, pro- 


portionately much greater in Northern Ire- 
land and Great Britain than in the Free 
State; yet the Northern Ireland Government 
could afford it and the Free State Govern- 
ment could not. The humble toiler, the 
worker of 65 and his wife of the same age, 
the old age pensioner of 70, the helpless 
widow and the friendless orphan, therefore, 
enjoyed, under the Northern Government, 
rights, privileges and safeguards which would 
not be theirs if they lived in the Free State. 
EQUAL RIGHTS. 

In putting. forward the demand for equal 
rights for the working-classes in the Free 
Staté With those enjoyed in Northern Ire- 
land and Great Britain, they were not 
venturing on the debatable ground of mere 
party politics, but making a claim to which 
every political party in the State would be 
well advised to give attention. The conces- 
sion of the claim could not be indefi- 
nitely shelved on the humiliating plea 
that, in effect, the Free State is the 
only. place in these islands which could 
not afford to lighten the burden of those who 
were in a large measure the real producers 
of the nation’s wealth. 

_ Behind this plea of national inability, on 
the ground of expense, to do the right thing 
was the latent fallacy that the money spent 
on the reforms demanded, would be so much 
money wasted; that the withholding of the 
money that would be spent on these social 
schemes was national economy. It might be 
that something. was saved by a greater 
mortality due to poverty amongst the. feeble 
and the aged, and that might by some people 
be considered economy; but it was an un- 
bealthy economy based on something akin to 
national dishonour. The shilling a week 
which the Free State Government for a time 
ducked off the miserable allowance of the old 
ago pensioner was not a national saving: 
it was a national nearness. It was a 
humiliation to know that the old man, the 
old woman, the desolate widow and the 
children bereft of father and mother had 
to-dav better protection against poverty and 
hardship and neglect across the partition 
border than they would have on the Free 
State side of it. 

A YEAR'S BENEFITS. 

The report on two years’ working of the 
society stated that the A.O.H. Insurance 
Society comprised about one-fifth of the tetal 
insured population of the Free State, and 
was three times larger than the next Jargest 
society. The certified figure at the end of 
1928 was 78,000. During the year 1928 in 
the Free State the statutory benefits 
amounted to £127,562, and the additional 
benefits to £9,238, whilst in Northern Ireland 
the statutory benefits amounted to £37,781. 
making a grand total for the whole of Ireland 
of £174,582. That was to say, the A.O.H. 
National Health Insurance Societies distri- 
buted in Ireland last year over £5,357 a 
week, or £560 a day for every week-day 
throughout the year. In Scotland last year 
the society distributed benefits amoynting to 
£31,053; in England benefits amounting to 
£14.925, and in Wales benefits amounting to 
£6,188. 

Adding up these figures for Ireland, Scot- 
land, England and Wales they found that 
the A.O.H National Health Insurance 
Societies paid in 1928 benefits the combined 
total of which was £226,750. 

The report was adopted unanimously. 


BALROTHERY COUNCIL. 


ROAD DIFFICULTY SOLVED. 


The Balrothery District Council yesterday 
held a meeting, called specially by the Chair- 
man (Mr. T. L. Smyth) to do the business 
that should have been done in the ordinary 
course on the 13th instant. On that day, 
however, the meetings of the District Council 
and the Board of Guardians were adjourned 
indefinitely as a protest against the 
appointment by the Minister for Local 
Government of a Commissioner to pass 
adequate proposals for the maintenance of 
trunk and link roads. 

The Chairman said that they had been 
enabled to meet sooner than some had 
expected, but no sooner than he himself 
expected, for he always had believed that 
justice weuld prevail. IS 

Mr. Fogarty said that the. authorities had 
complied with the last, but not, with the first, 
art of the Council's resolution. No rights 
had been restored to the Council, and the 
Commissioner had not been withdrawn. 

The Council, however, decided to proceed 
with its business, and it granted an er 
tion by the Commissioners of Public Works 
for leave to erect over the war grave in 
Skerries (Holmpatrick) Cemetery a_head- 
stone in accordance with the standard design 
approved . i.e Imperial War Graves Com- 
mission. he War Graves Commission had 
reported that the unknown sailor buried in 
the grave had served in the Great War. 

The Council accepted the National City 
Bank’s offer of a loan of £15,000, repayable in 
fifteen years, at one-.ail per cent. under the 
current Irish banks’ rate, the loan to be 
applied in carrying out and completing the 
building of seventy-five cottages for which 
the Council had plots. It was decided to 
ask the Local Government Department to 
sanction the scheme.

The Soviet Government makes a 
guarded, but most significant, confession 
of failure. For more than ten years it 
has directed a fierce campaign against all 
forms of the Christian faith, and now it 
proposes to intensify that persecution. 
Hitherto the Soviet Constitution has 
guaranteed to all Soviet citizens—though 
in practice the guarantee has been worth- 
less—‘‘ freedom of conscience, freedom of 
faith, freedom of religious and anti- 
religious propaganda.” On Monday, when 
the All-Union Congress of Soviets was 
opened at Moscow, Rykoff explained that 
a development of the Government’s anti- 
religious policy involved a slight amend- 
ment of the Constitution.

He now rene 
that the Government will lose one hundred 
and forty seats, which would brine jt, 
numbers to the same. as in 1923, and 
certainly would not give him a working 
majority. If we assume that not one of 
these one hundred and forty seats is lost 
to the Liberals, and that these come back 
_in exactly the same strength as at the dis. 
solution, then the Labour Party would 
have a majority of about ten over the 
Conservatives and Liberals. The Socialis; 
leader, however, cannot believe that thers 
is going to be a reduction in the Libera) 
strength. It is almost certain that it yj) 
be increased. In the event of yf, 
Macdonald’s prediction being verified we 
should see a House of Commons similar to 
that of 1924. This would mean a stale. 
mate, and, quite possibly, a further elec. 
tion in the not distant future, unless there 
should be a fusion of parties for or against 
the Socialists. 


London's Apathy. 


London is so quiet that jt is almost im. 
possible to suppose that a genera! election 
is taking place, but it is expected that, 
certain amount of liveliness wil! de: elop 
towards the close of the week. In Londo, 
quiet confidence prevails among (Conserva. 
tives generally, and it is thought that they 
will poll splendidly when the election dar 
comes. People in a position to judge are 
of the opinion that the young voters do 
not pay much attention to what is bein 
said in the way of speeches, but are 
making up their minds for themselves. 
quite independently of outside circum- 
stances. In this connection I was told by 
a canvasser that he was Surprised at the 
number of young people who had made up 
their minds which way they would vote. 
and refuse to listen to arzuments of anr 
kind. The thing that puzzles him most is 
the absolute refusal of many young people 
to give the slightest indication of their 
political opinions. 


The New Register. 


The first full and complete ficures of the 
number of men and women entitled to rote 
at the general election next week were 
published this. morning, and ‘hough they 
show a remarkable predominance of women 
over men, the figure is not so creat as was 
expected. There are 13,227,690 women 

voters and 11,865,158 male, giving the 

women a majority of 1,362,522. The delay

so numerous.

All 
the candidates had plenty of motor cars, 
but many electors preferred to walk to 
the polling stations, and did not even take 
the trouble to pass through the tally rooms 
of the candidates whom. they supported. 
Evidently the voters here, like their 
fellow-countrymen in the capital of the 
Free State, are so well versed in election 
matters. that they no _ longer need 
guidance. 
" Another factor that may have had a 
considerable bearing on the strength of 
the. poll was the official attitude towards 
personation, which in previous: elections 
was so widely practised as to cause the 
Government to set up an inquiry. 


PERSONATION WARNINGS.

Agents after the close of the poll had no 
information to impart that suggested that 
the results would be otherwise than those 
[ forecasted: yesterday. 
In the Shankill division Mr. T. Hender- 
son, the Independent Unionist, claims to 
have polled 7,400 out of 14,500 votes cast, 
but one. of his agents thought that he 
would be beaten by a few hundred votes. 
In Pottinger, where 11,000 votes were 
polled out of 16,000 odd on the register,

Upwards of 110 amendments to the 
Juries. (Protection) Bill. have been. re- 
ceived. by the Clerk of Dail Eireann. 
The vast. majority of them. has. been 
tabled. by the Opposition, but there is. 
one by the Minister for Justice, 6 TN 
as I anticipated yesterday, ‘‘ that, the hill 
shall continue in = force. until dist . 
December, 1931, and shall then expire.”’. 

MR. RUTTLEDGE’S SECOND 
ah THOUGHTS. 

Considerable discussion was caused in 
the Lobby yesterday afternoon by the 
circulation of a remarkable amendment in 
the name of Mr. P. J. Ruttledge. The. 
sixth clause of the bill decrees that any- 
one standing mute of malice, or refusin 
to recognise the Court, shall be guilty o 
an offence punishable by six. months’ 
imprisonment. Mr. Ruttledge’s remark- 
able proposal was that “ any person pro- 
fessing himself to be an Irish Rometticen: 
and as such refusing to recognise the 
Court, or refusing to recognise the 
authority or jurisdiction of the Court,” 
should not be liable to this penalty. The 
effect af the proposal would be that any 
person accused, whether of robbery or 
murder, could, on professing himself to 
be an Irish Republican, refuse ‘to recog- 
nise the jurisdiction of the Court; with- 
out suffering the suggested penalty. Mr.’ 
Ruttledge, however, has since withdrawn 
his amendment. : "de We 

At least eighty of the total number of 
amendments listed are in Mr; Ruttledge’s 
name, and they cover. virtually every 
clause of the bill. , 3 : 

MAJORITY VERDICTS. 

The third section of the measure pro- 
vides for the absolute secrecy of the jury 
panel; but Mr. Ruttledge proposes that 
every accused person shall be entitled, as 
of right, to a copy of it. With regard to 
the provision for the exclusion of the 
public during the calling of the panel, he 
suggests that the solicitors and counsel 
representing the accused person shall be 
permitted to attend and shall be vivén 
the opportunity of identifying the jurors. 

The fifth clause of the bill provides for 
majority jury. verdicts of nine. Mr. 
O’Connell; leader of the Labour Party, 
proposes that this provision shall not 
operate in the case of a crime for which 
the death penalty may be inflicted, and 
Mr. Ruttledge suggests that it should not 
be .applicable to trials for ‘‘ seditious 
treason, treason felony, or any capital 
offence.’’ 

POSITION OF THE PRESS. 

As to. the proposed penalties for -refusal 
to recognise the Court, Mr. Ruttledge, in 
substitution for his remarkable original 
amendment, asks that refusal to recognise 
the Court by any act whatsoever shall. be 
equivalent to a plea of not guilty. 

The seventh section of the bill provides 
that where a Civic Guard superintendent 
on oath states that such a step is necessary 
for the protection of jurors and witnesses, 
the judge can ordét the court to be cleared 
of all persons except the police, solicitors 
and counsel and accredited Press repre- 
sentatives engaged in the- case... Mr. 
Ruttledge asks that the question of clear- 
ing the court shall be decided by the jury 
alone. There are several amendments to 
the Ministerial definition of bona fide 
Press representatives. Mr. J. F. O’Hanlon, 
himself a newspaper editor, suggests that 
the expression “ representatives of the 
Press,” shall mean: persons “ rogularly 
employed in journalism.”’ 

The eighth clause of the bill provides 
for the adjournnient of trials on account 
of intimidation of jurors. Mr. Ruttledge 
proposes the deletion of the section. 

It is obvious that the Opposition is 
determined to offer the strongest resistance 
to the passage of the bill.

£12 WORTH OF DRINK AT 
DUNDALK “ WAKE.”’ 


«A DISGRACE,” SAYS 
DISTRICT JUSTICE. 


In the Dundalk District Court yesterday, 
Owen Boylan, a publican, sued Mrs. 
Plunkett, Philip: street, for £5 6s., due for 
drink supplied to a “wake.” . 

The publican swore that eight dozen of 
stout and two quarts of whiskey were supplied 
to the Plunkett boys on the instructions of 
their mother, and the empties-were later 
returned. 

In cross-examination, he denied that it was 
he himself who suggested at the “ wake ”’ 
that supplies were running short, and that 
he should get some more drink. 

The defendant stated that the drink con- 
sumed at the ‘‘ wake ” had been supplied by 
another publican, who ‘supplied fourteen 
dozen of stout as well as port wine and 
whiskey. 

Justice Goff said that he had no sympathy 
with Boylan, but he had to make the best of 
the conflict of evidence, and he came to the 
conclusion that there was more than one per- 
jurer in the case. The whole ‘“ wake” 
seemed to have been a perfectly scandalous 
procedure. There was something like £12 
spent on drink, and that such an amount of 
drink should have come to such a poor house 
on such an occasion was a disgrace. He gave 
a decree for the amount claimed, adding that 
he gave it for what it was worth.

Under present conditions it was almost impos- 
sible to have proper veterinary inspection of 
animals, and cattle did not get sufficient 
time to rest before transfer to the ship after 
railway journeys, If proper lairages were 
provided, at the North Wall there was no 
reason why cattle could not undergo the 
twelve hours’ detention at the port instead of 
the nt: arrangement of two hours here 
and ten hours in England. 

Much employment would be provided by 
this arrangement, and it would result in 
greater confidence in the cattle that were 
shipped... There was no doubt that cattle 
shipped from Ireland lost heavily in value 
because of the failure to provide proper 
facilities on this side. He suggested that 
the Department of Agriculture should take 
over all the lairages in the country and 
take on the responsibility for the condition 
in which the cattle were exported. He also 


to deal with this matter, should consider 
the question of providing a suitable cattle 
market for Dublin, which, if the proper 
facilities were provided, could deal ‘with 
considerably more than the fifty per cent, of 
their local exports of cattle dealt with at 
present by the existing market.

It was a most extraordinary fact that the 
Administration, which w go much 
anxiety to intervene in, and arbitrate on, 
questions in dispute between employers and 
employés in the Jabour world, should be so 
remiss in the management of its own house. 
They had a so-called Representative Council, 
but wary a a ve From the point of 
view o e Clerical. Associati i 
nothing had been achieved. ie eras 

The Departmental Whitley Councils, which 
existed prior to the change of Government, 
although not perfect by any means, were an 
indication that the Government of the day 
was anxious to meet the just claims of its 
servants. So long as the Minister for Finance 
had power to veto the findings of the Coun- 
cil no beneficial results need be expected 
from that body. However, the Minister had 
agreed to receive a deputation from the As- 
sociation. When the interview would take 
place and what its results would be he could 
not say, but members might rest assured 
that their representatives cn this deputation 
would not fail to place before the Minister 
every aspect of the Association’s position, 
and stress every point for the institution of 
proper conciliation machinery. 

The present unsatisfactory relationship be- 
tween the Administration and the Service 
could not, he said, continue if the State was 
to derive the full benefit of the labour of its 
servants. 

THE ANNUAL REPORT. 

In the report for the year it was stated 
that, on the whole, the year just ended had 
not been a very successful one for the clerical 
grades of the service, whose conditions re- 
mained unimpxoved, while the continuance of 
the igigtons ‘ban on promotions rendered 
conn rom those conditions almost impos- 
sible. 

The acquisition of improved facilities for 
transacting the business of the association 
and the general improvement of the organisa- 
tion enabled them to view the future with 
confidence. There was an excess of £330 of 
income over expend‘ture for the year. 

UNDERPAID WORKERS. 

Mr. A. Heron, the General Secretary, in 
presenting the annual report, said that it 
was not sufficiently well known that glaring 
grievances did actually exist in the service, 
and more particularly in the lower grades, 
for whom the association catered. The 
clerical grades were scandalously underpaid. 
The operation of the ban on promotions from 
writing assistant and typing grades, and 
from clerical grade to the executive grade, 
was sapping the initiative and destroying the 
efficiency of the service. The continuance 
of the ban was something’ that should not 
be tolerated for a moment in what was sup- 
posed to be a democratic State. 

Equality of opportunity was a principle 
which was now to be generally ac» 
cepted in afl modern communitiés, but it did 
not exist in the Free State Civil Service. 
The attitude of the Department of Finance 
towards the reasonable claims of their 
members had been anything but a sympa- 
thetic one. The question of the establish. 
ment of suitable conciliation machinery was 
ope upon which the. Executive .Council of 
the Association had concentrated, and the 
Minister for Finance had agreed to meet a 
deputation on the subject. The Department 


being made the subject of political con- 
troversy or public agitation, but while there 
was no machinery in existence to enable the 
claims of the staff to get a fair hearing, it 
was Inevitable that the only weapon at their 
disposal should be fully utilised.

“ MISLEADING EVIDENCE ”

Mr. BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, 
moved an additional financial resolution pro- 
viding that the limit of exemption from the 
tax on imported woollens should be increased 
from 1s.

the Tariff Commission, which had made a 
report. 

It was admitted by the representatives of 
the woollen manufacturers that the very 
cheapest cloths woulll not be made here, but 
the Tariff Commission had found that there 
were certain firms here which were making 
cloths of fairly cheap variety and they were 
anxious to fix an exemption limit low enough 
to encourage those who were inclined to 
develop that particular end of the business, 
and.

They had since considered the representa-

“A VOTE OF CENSURE.” 

The introduction of the resolution at this 
stage, he suggested, was a vote of censure 
on the Tariff Commission. They had con- 
sideved the matter for two years, and now 
they could not stand over their report. 

He suggested that the Minister might ask 
the Tariff Commission to reconsider the 
question. Perhaps, they would get some 
additional information which would cause 
them to change it and take the obvious 
course of increasing the duty on ready-made 
Clothing.

WOVEN TISSUES. 

Mr. BLYTHE moved a resolution that the 
import duty be remitted in the case of woven 
tissues manufactured in the Free State, 
which were exported, and, having undergone 
the process of shrinking, were imported into 
this country agaii. 

He said that there was at least one mill 
which did a considerable trade with merchants 
in Great Britain, who bought whole webs of 
cloth, had them shrunk, and sold again in 
the Saorstat, and they had reason to 
fear that if these particular purchasers 
were deprived of their market for part 
of the cloth, they might go to some outside 
mill for their requirements.

OBJECTION TO UNION JACK. 

Those who defended the policy of the 
Ministry of Justice did so in the name 
of law and order, and of majority rule. 
By what authority of the majority of the 
Irish people was the Union Jack allowed 
to be flaunted in the faces of the Irish 
people to a degree that aroused the indigna- 
tion of a large section of the people’ 
Would the Berlin police force allow the 
French flag to be flown in their city, or 
would the Paris police allow the German 
flag to be flown in the streets of that city? 
Every war caused bitter feeling which took 
a long time to die down. ‘he lack of 
wisdom displayed by the Department of 
Justice in permitting the flaunting of the 
Union Jack in public was responsible for 
the various Union Jack incidents. 

Mr. T. J. O’CONNELL (Lab., Mayo 5.) 
said that he wished to hear from the Minister 
what were the prospects of bringing to trial 
the persons responsible for certain grave 
crimes which were committed during the last 
two vears—the murder of the late Minister 
for Justice, and the two grave crimes that 
were committed in Dublin recently. He also 
wished for some information as to the policy 


behind the recent raids and the repeated 
arrests of persons in Dublin, which had 
occasioned so much comment. He hoped 
that the Minister would tell the House 


clearly and candidly what the objects of this 
policy were, what were the results, how far, 
in his opinion, it had succeeded, and what 
were the prospects of its being renewed or 
continued? He thought that a more satis- 
factory explanation than had been given to 
it so far was due to the House. 


INFORMATION WANTED. 

He thought that it would be well if the 
Minister gave them some information about 
the orgamsation of the C.1.D. To whom 
were they responsible? If the members of 
the C.1.D. were operating in the rural areas, 
were they responsible to the local sergeant 
or to the District Superintendent, or only 
to their own officers? 

Was it a fact that when a civilian took 
an action against a policeman the expenses 
of the latter were found by the State? If 
it was a fact, he would like to know if the 
same principle applied to other servants of 
the State—for instance, postal officials? 

He thought that there was something in 
the suggesiion of Mr. Lemass that there 
should not be in the force men who took an 
active part in the civil war. 

In view of the fact that the income of the 
Film Censor’s department exceeded the 
expenditure, he thought that the salaries of 
the staff should be looked into. He also 
thought that the salary paid to the Film 
Censor was not sufficient. 


THE RESPONSIBILITY OFF... 


FIANNA FAIL. 


Professor TIERNEY (Government, Nationa! 
University) said that Fianna Fail had extern- 
ally abandoned its previous war-like attitude. 
taken on an old name, and strung together 
a series of election devices to put them before 
the people as a policy. But in one funda- 
mental. which should be the first considera- 
tion of any party as a policy, it had been 
proved by the words of Deputy Lemass him- 
self that the Fianna Fail Party had not 
suffered any change whatever. - He thought 
it was not unfair to say that Deputy Lemass 
wished to exclude from the operation of any 
law those who chose to object to anv law 
passed there for the purpose of maintaining 
the political status now existing. That was 
the meaning of expressions used by Deputy 
Lemass and his leader, Deputy de Valera. 

' THE APPEAL TO ARMS. 

“Over and over again,” said Professor 
Tierney, “ we have been brought back to the 
position that there are a number of people 
who wish to use arms against these laws and 
to overthrow the present political status by 
force of arms. ’ 

If there were people who wanted to change 
the political status of this country there were 
obvious methods by which they could seek 
to do it. They could vote forthe party which 
made. it its policy to change the existing 
status. and if they got sufficient votes to 
turn that party into a Government and make 
whatever change they desired without the 
loss of a drop of any Irishman’s blood. But 
the position apparently was that. while they 
hed the right to vote for the party of Deputy 
Lemass and Deputy de Valera if they were 
willing to support them, they insisted also on 


having the right to go out and take the sin

“He said he had me on the 
horns of a dilemma,” said the Minister.

MR. O'HIGGINS’S ‘‘ RUTHLESSNESS.” 

He (Mr. Boland) had never used the word 
‘ruthless.”’ He had said that it was common 
knowledge that a certain situation existed, 
due to the Waterford beatings on the Friday 
before the Minister was killed, and up to that 
day neither the Minister nor anybody else 
had denied the truth of the statement that lx 
made on the 14th March, to the effect that the 
heads of the police force were about to he 
dealt, with as the heads of the Army were 


“I went further, ' 
I showed whv Republicans should not wish 


for the murder of the late Minister for 
Justice. I said that Republicans were 
very pleased with the action of the late 
Minister in ridding the Army -of ‘people 
who had commnutted some of the 
worst crimes. Anv grievance that we had 
against the Minister was due only to 
his talk, and with that we were satisfied, 
because we were alwavs able to meet him 


with the same weapon.” 

Mr. O'SULLIVAN (Govt., Dublin Co.)—A 
speech from the dock.

Presumably, therefore, the official rate in 
the centres mentioned will be forthwith 
raised to 6 per cent. . The matter is of 
considerable importance to ourselves. There 
is no doubt that the successive advances In 
European bank: rates this year were due to 
the incidence of high money rates in the 
New York Stock Exchange, for these rates 
attracted funds from Europe. In America 
the position will ‘not be materially altered 
by the development mentioned, for, 
as is well. known, .there is. a con: 
siderable discrepancy between the official 
rediscount rate and the charge for 
‘call loans in Wall street, and as one of 
the principal banks lately remarked, it 1s 
the call rate that matters. New York will. 
presumably, be brought 4 per cent. above 
the London minimum discount rate, but it 
does not necessarily follow that this will 
entail any action on our part. Everything 
will depend upon the course of the sterling 
dollar exchange, and whether America takes 
gold from London. The rise in the officia: 
value of money in the States, however, in- 
troduces one additional unsettling factor 
into the international monetary situation, 
and the London Stock Exchange can 
scarcely remain unaffected.
